“Be sure to tell everyone we like our job” 


Women Building Ships

We are probably all aware of the women who came to the 
shipyards of World War II to rivet and weld, but the first 
women to take shipyard construction jobs worked more than 
20 years before that time, in the shipbuilding boom of 


World War I. 


Last year we got a telephone call from Richard L. Dickinson 
and his sister Deborah Dickinson Milité, inquiring whether the 
Museum would be interested in a photograph of their grand- 
mother, Doris L. Farrar, who worked in a Bath shipyard in 
World War I. Well, of course we were interested, but it turned 
out we already had the original glass plate negative for the 
picture. However, with Richard and Deborah’s help we now 
have the identification for one woman in the picture, and we 


have a precise date for it. 


Doris Farrar graduated high school in Washington, Maine, on 
May 10, 1918. Her family remembers that she taught school 
fot a few months, didn’t like it, and so came to Bath to live 
with her sister and brother-in-law, Arnold E. and Emma K. 


“Machine Shop Texettes” (as the photographer titled this picture), 


“Texas Girls Float,” November 11, 1919. There were many 
photographs taken of the Texas Steamship Co. floats during this 


Armistice Day Parade. 


Morton, at 23 Cobb Road. Arnold Morton was a reamer at 
Bath Iron Works. Doris Farrar, however, found a job at the 
other steel shipyard in town, the Texas Steamship Company. 
The Texas yard was hiring some women for construction trade 
jobs and paying them better wages than they could earn as 
secretaries. Late in the War, and even after the War was over, 
there was sufficient labor shortage to inspire a few companies 
to lower the barriers to employing women. Below is the light 
approach to the subject taken in the Bath Daily Times:

“These two girls were photographed just as they appear in 

their 'working' clothes. If you saw them in street dress you 
would call them two pretty girls, in their working togs they 
are just two vivacious young Americans, who are showing 

their patriotism and at the same time getting good wages. 


“Miss Onelda Daniels ... is a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Edmund 
Daniels, 36 Granite street, and her chum is Miss Ina Newson of 
Augusta, who boards at the Daniels home. These girls had 
heard of the good wages which are paid at the yard of the Texas 
Steamship Co. and determined to see if they could not earn a bit 
of the money for themselves. They applied for a job and got it. 
They did not know what it would be like, but they were willing 


to give it a try. 
“Miss Daniels tells the story of their experience as follows: 


“When we got our jobs passing rivets we didn’t have much of an idea 
what it was like, but we were ready to learn and we went to work at 
the Texas yard about two weeks ago. We work up on the ships and 
help in rivetting (sic) on the bulkheads. There’s a heater, that is a 
man who heats the rivets in a little forge which he has on the deck, 
when the rivets are red hot he throws them to us. We pick them up 
with a pair of tongs and stick them in one of the holes in the steel 
plates, and then the rivetter (sic) drives them in, while the holder on 
sees that they are clinched on the other side. 


“Our bosses and the men we work with use us finely. None of them 
say anything they ought not to and there is a matron in the yard 
who is there to watch out for us girls, and if anyone tried to get fresh 
all we would have to do would be to report him to the matron and 
the company would look after it. 


“We handle about 400 rivets per day each, although we have han- 
dled as high as 600 in a day. This uniform isn’t very handsome, but 
it is good to work in and is what the government requires. We have 
to wear the caps to pull down over our hair, the government requires 
this, too, and the goggles are great to protect our eyes. 


“We go to work at seven in the morning, work until 11:30, then go 


back at 12:30 and work until five, except Saturdays, when we get 
through at four. We work nine hours a day and get paid for ten, but 
we don’t do any overtime work or anything like that because we are 
not allowed to work more than 54 hours a week. We have been get- 
ting 40 cents an hour, or $4 a day, but now we are getting 46 cents, 
or $4.60 a day, and that’s not bad pay for a girl to be making who 
has been on the job only two weeks, is it? Then, besides that, we are 
helping our country and that’s the best part of it. 


“It has been cold some of these mornings on those steel ships with 
the wind blowing right off the river, but we have not minded it 
much, and say, do you know, it’s lots of fun working up there. We 
both like it and never were used any better in our lives. I want you 
to be sure and tell the people what a good concern that is to work for 
and how well our boss and all the men use us. The men are very 
careful how they talk around where we are and they are always good 
natured and ready to help us. 


“There are some other girls working on the job now, but they came 
in after we did and we are really the first girl rivet passers in the 
United States. We will stay on this job till the war is over and the 
boys come back, if the company will let us, although they say we will 
have inside jobs this winter, so we won't be cold. 


“We'll be going now, but be sure to tell everyone we like our job and 
are going to stick it out as long as they need us. 


“With this parting shot the girls left The Times man, and judg- 
ing from their talk and appearance, they are two of the happiest 
girl war workers in the city.”

Note that the War was actually over by the time the article was 
printed. Some readers may not understand the concern 
expressed regarding the clothing the young women were oblig- 
ed to wear - you see, people then were actually upset by the 
idea of women wearing pants. The author can remember that 
this practice was still a target of outrage in certain circles in Bath 
in the 1960s. 


With the help of volunteer Steve Hobson, 
I reviewed the contents of the only sur- 
viving Bath City Directory from this time 
- the 1919-1920 edition. We discovered 
that most yards in town employed 
women. as clerks, stenographers, book- 
keepers, but only the Texas Steamship Co. 
saw fit to hire women in more physical 
jobs - machinist’s helper, ship tracer, 
mould loft helper, bolt threader, and, in 
the case of Doris Farrar, machine opera- 
tor. Onelda Daniels, mentioned as a rivet 
passer in the article above, is listed only as 
employed at the Texas yard.

New painting added to the collections 


On January 25th, the Museum unveiled a new painting, done 
by Woolwich artist John Gable, of the last launch down an 
inclined ways of a Bath Iron Works vessel.

itself a thing of the increasingly 
distant past - that escorted 
convoys across the Atlantic, 
including the celebrated 
Convoy 119, a collection of har- 
bor tugs and floats for the 
war effort, that encountered 
brutal storms and loss of life in 
its 30-day ocean crossing in 
1944. Bath Iron Works now 
builds on level ground and its 
ships take to the water by way 
of wheeled dollies and a floating 
drydock. It is presumed that 
never again will the scene 
depicted in watercolor by Gable 
be witnessed in a major ship- 
yard. One can clearly sense the 
drama of a moment now lost 
forever as the stern takes to the 
water, the tugs ring up full throt- 
tle, whistles chime and the 
assembled multitudes cheer. 
Somewhere up in the crowd, 
one knows the Bath Municipal 
Band is playing “Anchors 
Aweigh.” This painting was 
donated by Crispen Connery, 
also of Woolwich. Bath Iron 
Works commissioned a print of 
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Artist John Gable (second from right) poses next to his creation and with (from left) Dugan 
Shipway, President and CEO of Bath Iron Works, painting donor Crispin Connery, and Andy 
Winglass (far right), Chair of the Bath City Council. 
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Earlier this year, the Museum took delivery of two 
models, both of the clipper ship Snow Squall, that it 
commissioned with the generous support of New 
Yorker Albert Gordon. The accompanying photos 
show one of the models, fully rigged and completely 
planked and painted only on the starboard side - the 
port side showing the vessel's framing. The model 
shipwright is Mark Wilkins of Cape Cod and the 
vessel was created to be a highlight of the Museum's 
upcoming exhibit on ocean commerce. No plans, 
half-model or ship portrait have been found for 
Snow Squall, and therefore the model's final form is 
the result of expert and scholarly conjecture. The 
exhaustive research done by maritime historian Nick 
Dean for his book Snow Squall: The Last American 
Clipper Ship, including finding a remarkable contem- 
poraneous drawing, provided the basis of the tcase” 
for this model. In addition, James Butterworth’s 
painting of the clipper Warner, built by the same 


yard in what is now South Portland, suggested coloring and 


other details.

There are books about American clipper construction 
methods. There exists a blurred photograph of Snow Squall’s 


dragon figurehead. Finally, the Museum has Snow 
Squall’s forefoot, reclaimed from the Falkland Islands, 
the final resting place of the last American clipper 
ship. In a sense, the model brings the vessel back to 
life and, like all good models, it rewards time spent in 
its careful study - in the willing suspension of reality 
and scale so that one can “stroll” along its decks or 
“so aloft” into its rigging. The second model is larger 
and shows the vessel only in frame, thus permitting 
the Museum to place the artifacts we have (primarily 
the forefoot) in the context of the entire vessel. 


The Snow Squall model will take its place in the 


ocean commerce exhibit in time for its opening on 
April 30th. 
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NEW TOUR BOAT > 
FOR 2004 


Capt. Mike Kiernan has announced that Long Reach 
Cruises is building a new tour boat which will be 
launched in the spring of 2004. The vessel will be 
named Sagadahoc and will operate from our home 
port of Bath. Sagadahoc was the name previously 
used by one of the night boats that connected the 


Kennebec River with Boston at the turn of the 20th 
century. 


The new vessel is a former Navy utility boat used 
to transport sailors from ship to shore. Capt. 
Kiernan acquired the boat from the Navy in San 
Diego and it is undergoing conversion work at 
Southport Island Marine.

carry 64 passengers and include onboard food and 
beverage service.
